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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are objected to because of the following informalities: The term 
"characterized in that" should be changed to -comprising-- or -wherein-, so as to 
comply with accepted U.S. patent practice. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 4-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Motegi (5,863,192), which shows all of the claimed limitations. Motegi shows a burner 
including, among other things, a combustion nozzle which comprises a substantially 
hollow-cylindrical base member 1 at least virtually closed at one end by a cover 4 and to 
which fuel gas is supplied axially (see at least fig. 1 A) at a particular pressure, which 
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gas flows out radially via a plurality of main discharge tubes 5 with openings 6, wherein 
the main discharge openings are arranged at such a radial distance from the axis of the 
base member and exhibit such a cross-section that, the particular pressure of supplied 
fuel gas, individual flames form at the main discharge openings which substantially do 
not overlap.
